Proposal to"Exchange Opinions"Does Not 
Meet With Favor in Washington, But 
Official Comment and Action Awaits 
Arrival of Official Text—Will Decline

Washington, Dec. 16.—Austria's re- 
ply to Secretary Lansing's note on the 
Ancona is regarded, on the basis of the 
tinofficial reports received today from 
london and Amsterdam, as wholly un- 
satisfactory, 
unacceptable 
and 
disap- 
pointing to the United States. 


Diplomatic relations between the two 
countries may safely be described as 
standing at the breaking point. 


President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing are reserving comment until they 
have the official translation and text at 
hand, but it is stated authoritatively 
that the United States will enter into 
no exchange of opinions as the Vienna 
foreign office is represented as suggest- 
ing and absolutely will décline to dis- 
cuss the facts of the torpedoing and 
shelling of the Ancona by an Austrian 
submarine.

Reports have reac.hed Rome that 
extensive 
preparations 
have 
been 
made for a Turco-German campaign 
against the Suez canal and Egypt. 
Only 50 miles of the railway from 
Damascus to Sinai peninsula are to 
be rebuilt and all measures have 
been made to insure water. 
It is 
said that »00,000 
Turkish troops 
already have been concentrated for 
the operations. 


Turkish gains against the British 
at Gut-el-Amara on the Tigris arc 
reported by the Constantinople gov- 
ernment.

Sofia, Dec. 16.—A neutral zone ex- 
tending two kilometers on each side of 
the frontier has been agreed upon be- 
tween Greece and Bulgaria, according to 
an oflQcial announcement made here to- 
day. The official annoimcement says: 


"Bulgarian armies, by the capture of 
Monastir and Resna, naving aoproachcd 
the Greek frontiers, the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment wishing to avoid any possibility 
of accidents between advanced posts and 
Greek frontier guards, projwsed to the 
Greek government that a neutral zone 
be formed by the retreat of the troops 
on each side two kilometers from the 
frontier. 


"Greece replied, accepting, and the war 
minister ordered the Gr«ek authorities 
to co-operate with Bulgarian soldiers for 
the formation of the neutral zone." 


THINK GERBIAIfS WILL HALT. 


Paris, Dee. 16.—The Havas correspon- 
dent at Athens quotes the Journal of 
Embros as saying that the British mili- 
tary authorities regard it as likely that 
military operations will be suspended 
tor some time at the Greek frontier, the 
Germans not hiving sufficient forces to 
pursue the entente allied troops.

Agreement With San Bias 
Indians Begins to 
Yield Fruit. 


; 
Panama, Dec. 15—A start in.tlie colon-- 
. izatiou of the Siin Blas^ or "forbidden" 
coast of Panama has/Oeen made in con- 
formity with recent agreements made be- 
r^ween the San Bias Indians and the gov- 
ernment of thii republic.' President; Por-i 
ras .had granted a concession '.to-- James 
M. Hyatt, an American, of Colon,'to es- 
tublish a large farming colony on the 
shores of Mandinga Bay, about 50 miles 
east of Colon. 
9 


The contract grants Mr.. Hyatt 30 hec- 
tares of land on which thi new town is 
to be built. Immediately adjacent to the 
town site there are 5,000 hectares, or 
l-i,500 acres, of good agricultural lands 
that will be sold to the colonists at vqhy 
reasonable rates. 
'.I'his is to be sold in 
ten an<l twenty Jiectare tracts at prices 
fixed by tite government. Tlio town lots 
arc to be sold under the sanie condi- 
tions. 


The lanil is located 
on the westeiTi 
edg<' of the "forbidden coast" and lies 
along the ¡ilrores of Mandinga Bay where 
'th<. San Bla.'^ Indians 
are the most 
friendly to foreigners. 
The farm lands 
are in the valley of Navandi river and 
are said to be very rich and fertile. 
, 


This will be the first serious effort to 
open this coast to settli^ment by foreign- 
ers. 
It has been closed since the early 
Spanish conquest, the San Bias Indians 
having consistently resented the intru- 
sion of all foreigners. 
^ 


Fishermen on the Isthmus have com- 
pleted tlie organization 
of the Canal 
Zone Tarpon club. It will have a club- 
house of its own not far removed from 
the Spillway at Gatun, which is the site 
of the club members' sport. 


Shortly after the spillway was com- 
pleted it wa« found that many large tar- 
pon come up the Chagres river from the 
sea to feed on the fresh water fish that 
come over the spillway from Lake Gatun. 
Since then this has provided excellent 
sport for the canal fishermen. One fish 
Aveighing more than 75 pounds has been 
taken with rod and line.

Most of them stoically refrain from 
self-laudation, and some of them are amazingly brief, the paragon in 
this direction being Congressman Moss, who shows that it is still pos- 
sible to convey all necessary information regarding the ^^areer of the 
great is precisely three and one-half lines of type. 


The longest of the Indiana autobiographies is that of Represen- 
tative Lieb, of the F^irst district, which comprises 
lines. Mr 
Lieb is the only member of the Indiana delegation who is not a native 
American. 
He was bom in Flehinger, Germany. 
Representative 
Cline is the only other member of the delegation who was not boni in 
Indiana. His birthplace is in Ohio, but his autobiography does not 
state where or when he was born. 


Representative Merrill Moore's autobiography occupies ten lines. 
He states that he is unmarried and a Presbyterian, 
Representative 
William R. Wood, in his autobiography of a little more, than ten 
lines, recalls with evident pride, that he was elected to the Indiana 
senate in 1896, and was re-elected four times, serving in that body 
eighteen years. 
He also states that he was twice president pro- 
tempore of the senate, and four times leader of the republican side. 


Congressman Cline's biographical sketch is another model o f 
condensation. 
It reads:, "Cyrus Cline, democrat, of Angola. 
He 
was educated in the Angola high school and Hillsdale college, Mich. 
He was married October 6, 1880, to Jennie Gibson, daughter of 
Bush and Susan Gibson, of Thetford, Vt. ; they have one daughter. 
He was elected to the. Sixty-first, Sixty-second and Sixty-third con- 
gresses, and re-elected to the Sixty-fourth congress." 


A striking feature of the new directory is the prevalence of In- 
diana men in congress from other states, Hoosierdom having probably 
supplied more statesmen to her sister states than has any other com- 
monwealth. For instance, of the five members of the house from the 
state of Washington, three are native Hoosiers, and the same ratio 
exists in the South Dakota delegation. From the Third district of the 
latter state is Representative Harry L. Gandy, former publisher of a 
newspaper in Lagrange, and actiye in political affairs in the Twelfth 
Indiana district.

Little Uproar in London 
Over Placing of Ban 
on Drink. 


Oklahoma City, Dec. 16.—Fame has 
come to the little town of Weatherford, 
Okla., on account of its municipal, ice 
plant and the succcss that has attended 
its operation. 
Inquiries from all over 
the United States come to Htigh 
J. 
Cooper, commissioner of public utilities 
Wieatherford, through whose efforts 
the ice plant was built. 


Residents of Weatherford now have 
all the ice they Avant in summer, and at 
remarkably low price. He said it had 
not been planned, ori^nally, in Weather- 
ford, but was built partly on account of 
circumstances that grew out of a law- 
suit. 
Ten thousand dollars had been 
appropriated to build a city hall, but 
there was a diflference of opinion as to 
where it shoiUd be - located and a law- 
suit resulted. While the case was pend- 
ing Cooper got the $10,000 in such shape 
that it could be used to build an ice 
plant, and it was put to that pm-pose.

London, Dec. 6.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—It was not ex- 
pected that the stringent law affecting 
the sale of alcoholic drinks would cause 
any excitement or disoraer in the better 
sections of London, but in view of the 
previous protest meetings at the Smith- 
field market and along the docks, the 
quietness with which the first day of the 
enforcement passed in Billingsgate and 
other rough quarters of the east end 
provò rather a surprise. Labor leaders 
had certainly taken a defiant attitude 
toward the board of control, but nothing 
occurred out of the normal. 


, Taking the whole of London, the re- 
ception of the rules has been favorable. 
WTien the publft houses began the sale 
of alcoholic drinks at the noon hour the 
first day under the new regime, there 
was not observed any increase in drink- 
ing until the periqd closed at 2:30. Nor 
was there any attempt to crowd in an 
mmsual number of drinks during the 
two hoiu-s the bars were open in the 
evening. The sale of temperance drinlw 
during the prohibited hoiurs was slight. 
In a few quarters, where men are cm- 
ployed on all-night work, certain houses 
have been allowed to open for a limited 
time in the early morning. 


Among the curious results of regula- 
,tion, the person to fails to lay in his 
private stock of whisky or other spirita- 
before 2:30 o'clock Friday afternoon, 
will have to spend a dry week-end, aa 
he must wait until Monday noon. Even 
in the private rooms of a hotel, one 
who treats a member of his own fam- 
ily to a drink is liable to a heavy fla^ 
The hours during which alcohol fflty m 
consumed in clubs is the same as in the 
case of public bars. Restaurants are not 
allowed to extend credit for meals at 
which intoxicating drinks are sold, as 
the credit system is done away with en- 
tirely. The extreme penalty for a breadi 
of these regulations is six months at 
hard labor and a $500 fine. 


One'of the most effective measures to 
promote temperance is the abolishment 
of credit at the bars. This struck se- 
crely the business of bars giving credit 
to workmen. In the old days, men used 
to gather in the bar and drink on credit, 
with the result they had little or noth- 
ing left out of their wages when paid. 


It is not the intention of the control 
board to bring about prohibition, but to 
promote temperance. This work is sup- 
plemented by the Homo Counties Public 
House Trust, which lately took over the 
fc.ntrol of a avcU known saloon in a cen- 
tral district and plans to extend its in- 
fluence. The place was remodeled so as 
tt) get away from tiie old idea of the 
drinking palace and "to introduce the 
cs fe system with tables, reading matter 
and friendlv ffames. Alcoholic drinks 
arc sold, but the management receives a 
bonus on all temperance drinks.

Further Destruction Near 
Scene of Disaster Two - 
Years Ago. 


Sydney, Australia, 
Nov.^10.—(Corre- 
spondence of The A s s o c i a i Breas).—- 
Delayed reports have broi^ht news of a 
fresh volcanic outbreak on the island 
of Ambrim, in the Nqw Hebrides group,' 
a spot which experienced a most destruc- 
tive volcanic eruption in December, 1913. 


Rev. A, T. Waters, a missionary sta- 
tioned on the island of Oba, about 60 
miles frdm Ambrim, writes that on 
the 
first fçw days of October last, smoke and 
volcanic ash clouded the sky so thickly 
that the sun gave only a weird light like 
thfc moon, and it eventually became 
so 
dark that the people on Oba 
to light 
lamps. 
Everything^ became gritty, with 
ashes ^ indoors, and 
qut-of^tlocirs they 
were so thick that the sefik could not be 
seen from the missióñ house, wliich or- 
dinarily afforded a fine view 
of 
the 
water.

There was for a time 
some panic 
a,mopg the natiyees of Oba who f o u g h t 
,phe çf t^e mountoihs on their own island 
as in eruption, but the sour,ce of thd 
trouble was later traced to Ambrim, and 
it appeared as though tjie entire island 
¡was burning. 
The missionary's • letter 
•did Inot^ say that any one ventured 1;o 
visit' Ambrim during the eruption, and 
the extent ,of the damage or lo5i of life, 
if aiiy, is unknown. 


The previous eruption at Ambrim, 4n 
December, 1913, Was reported to have 
cost the lives of 500 natives, and to have 
completely altered the face and coast 
lihe of the island. According to the na- 
tives of Oba the recent trouble appeared 
to have been still worse than the previ- 
ous eruption. 


Little is known as to the interior of 
Ambrim, which has been • visited but 
rarely by white men. 
No census «as 
ever been taken, but among the coast 
settlements there are a number of mis- 
sion stations, mainly Roman Catholic 
aiid Presbyterian, whose members had a 
narrow escape in the previous eruption, 
' The New Hebrides islands have be^èn 
controlled since 1906 by a joint com- 
mission of British and French officials 
under the supervision of two' resident 
commissioners, one appointed by each 
najtion.

The Japs began cutting in on the toy 
trade the moment 
the war etarted. 
Called . "the greatest imitators in the 
•^orld," they immediately began copying 
the latest German toj'^s. Because they 
can do the work cheaper than anybody 
else on earth, they had no difficulty in 
plucking this fat business plum from 
the envious American toy manufac- 
turers. 


They overcame the world-wide short- 
age of coal tar dyes by resorting to 
vegetable dye of their own manufacture 
and they even adopted the German 
system of "fanning" out the toys among 
hundreds of families, in piece 
work 
sty]c. 


The cheapness of making toys by t^ 
pystcm permits the Japanese to make 
and sell all varieties of toys in this 
ooutttry at a big profit in spite of a 10 
per cumt. duty.

The Japs are always affable with the 
result that wherever possible they have 
stuck an American flag on the toys 
that they are shipping to this country. 


They have even carried this form or 
flattery 
still further and on the bot- 
toms of boxes that contain a toy set of 
ships of the U. S. navy they have print- 
ed "Unsinkable." But then as an after- 
thought, perhaps, they poke a little fun 
ai Uncle Sam by adding the line— 
"Made of Wood."

AIRMEN M DIPPING 


Venice, Dec. 2.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—The use of as- 
: l)h3rxiating gas In the bombs dropped un 
Venice has added a new terror to aerial 
raids. 
These asphyxiating bombs have 
been \i8ed in the trendies, but not until 
. the air raid of Nov. 18, was the deadly 
gas used in bombs dropped on cities, so 
far as is known. . 
^ 


The raid occurred near the arsenal, 
which is the chief point of attack for 
these raids. 
None or the bombs, how- 
ever, fell in aide the arsenal grounds. 
But outside, there is an extensive quat 
. ter occupied by the poorer people with 
narrow streets and low houses. It wa« 
in this section that 
the bombs 
fell, 
spreading the effect of their 
fumes 
among the population. 
Only one death 
occurred, but a great number of the 


poor people suffered from t f t paralyz- 
i7ig effect of the gases. 


The. effect of the gas is described as 
singlarly lasting upon . the organs, af- 
fected and on thg 'vitality of the peo^e 
stricken. 
Some of the patients remain 
in a semi-conscious' state for four and 
five days, the face taking on a green- 
ish pallor. The recovery is slow after 
this, the gases 
appearing - to carry a 
poison to the whole system. 


The appearance of the gas bombs has 
changed the feeling here atout these air 
raids. 
At first crowds gathered and 
watched the 
hostile 
airships. Now, 
however, the widespread effect of a gas 
bomb has te.riflcid the poorer people and 
they flee to places of refuge whenever 
the rumor circulates that the. aircraft 
are coming.

non-combatants." 


Officials pointed out today that a 
thoroughly unsatisfactory and unrespon- 
sive reply from Austria would bring 
diplomatic, relations betAveen the two 
countries to a crisis because of the clos- 
ing words of Secretary Lansing's note 
wMch declared that "good relations be- 
tween the two countries rest upon a 
common regard for law and humanity" 
and that Austria, appreciating the grav- 
ity of the ca«e^ "will accede to its (the 
United States) demands promptly." 


Note Was Emphatic. 


Specifically the note denounced the 
sinking of the Ancona as an "illegal and 
indefensible act," demanding the punish- 
ment of the .commander who "perpe- 
trated the deed," and, the payment of an 
indemnity to those Americans who suf- 
fered. The note stands as the most vig- 
orous of all. the Americ«n correspond- 
once of the war and was not equalled 
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even, by- the iiote.at ihe. c l ^ of tlie aiib 
marine oontroveray witli Germany. 


Austria's diplomatic relations with the- 
United States since the recall of Am- 
bassador Dumba for his connection with 
plots to wippie American 
munitions, 
plants have been maintained by the «n- 
bassy here with Baron Zwei^ek as 
charge d'aflfaires.

In olficial circles the general im- 
pression prevailed that the tenor of the 
cabled extract" did not seem to forecast 
a favorable reply, still in the absence 
of the official text final opinion was 
reserved. 
Until the fuH text is re- 
ceived and laid before tlje nresident the 
situation may be' described as still in 
suspense. 
Those officials closest to the 
president still are of the opinion that, 
a thoroughly unsatisfactory reply from 
Austria will endanger the continuance 
of diplomatic relations between the two 
countries.

reply of the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment to tie note from the United States 
relative to the sinkii^ of the steamer^ 
Ancona by an Austrian submarine was 
handed to Frederick C. Penfield, United 
States ambassador at Vienna, on Tues- 
day, according to a dispatch from Am- 
sterdam to Reuter's Telegram company. 
The correspondent quotes from the reply 
as follows: 


From the sharpness with which the 
government of the United States be- 
lieved ip ought to censure the com- 
mander of the submarine and from 
the firmness with which the demands 
addresseed to the Austro-Hungarian 
governilient 
appear to have 
been 
brought forward, it could be expected 
that the American government would 
clearly give the actual circumstances 
upon which it relies. 
Reasons Not Sufficient. 


As can be easily recognized the rep- 
resentation of the circumstances con- 
tained in the note allows numerous 
doubts and gives not at all sufficient 
reasons for blaming the commander of 
the submarine and the Austro-Hun- 
garian government even if the repre- 
sentation proves correct in all points 
and judgment in the case is based on 
the most rigorous legal interpreta- 
tion. 


The 
American 
government 
also 
omitted to indicate the persons to 
whose statements it refe» and to 
whom it apparently believes it must 
attribute a higher degree of trust- 
worthiness than to a commander of 
the imperial navy. 


Wants "Exchange of Opinion." 


As to the number, names and Che 
details concerning thet fate of_ the 
Americana citizens who in the critical 
moment were aboard the above men-, 
tioned steamer, the note does not give 
any explanation. But in view of the 
fact that the Washin^on cabinet now 
has given a positive ' declaration that 
at the above mentioned incident sub- 
jects of the United States came to 
grief, the Austro-Hungarian goverh- 
ment in principle is prepared to enter 
into an exchange of opinion with the 
American government. 
But in the 
iirst instance it must raise the ques- 
tion of why this government refrained 
from judicially 
motivating' the de- 
mands stated in the note with regard 
to the special circumstances of the in- 
criminating incident, which are espe- 
cially pointed out by the American 
government, and in the place of such 
motivation mentioned an exchange of 
correspondence which it had with an- 
other government about another af- 
fair. 


Asks for More Details. 


The Austro-Hungarian government 
is the less able to follow the Wash- 
ington cabinet in this unusual atti- 
tude as it in no way possesses a 
knowledge of all the correspondence 
hj,ving reference to it. The Austro- 
Hungarian government also is not of 
the opinion that this knowledge could 
be sufficient for the present case which, 
according to its own information, is 
materially different from the case or 
ca&es to which the American, govern- 
ment apparently is referring. There- 
fore the Austro-Hungarian 
govern- 
ment must leave it to the Washington 
cabinet to draw up the individual legal 
maxims Which the Commander of the 
Btibmarine is ifilleged to have violated 
when sinking, the Ancona. 
Finds No Support for Course.

ADMIRALTY UPHOLDS CAPTAIN. 


Approves Aet of SufMnarine in Sinking 
Steamer Anconá. 


Vienna, Dec. 15.—(Via 
London)— 
The Austro-Hungarian admiralty is en- 
tirely opposed to any disavowal of the 
course of the subra^arine 
commander 
who was responsible for the sinking of 
the Italian steamer Ancona. 
On the 
contrary, it approves his conduct fully, 
and declared that he would have been 
considered as having failed to perform 
his duty if he had allowed the An- 
cona to escape. 


The admiralty has stated its ca«e 
and the attitude of the naval authori- 
ties as follows: 


"It is a submarine commander's duty 
to make a report to a designated base 
as soon as possible and the command- 
er who sank the Ancona did this as 
soon as he was within wireless distance 
of land. He made a supplementary re- 
port at Pola and accompanied it with 
his log. No examination of the crew 
was held because the commander's re- 
port wàs considered complete and there 
was no reason to suppose that the 
crew could add anything thereto. 


"So far as the commander is con- 
cerned his course is clear. 
The ad- 
miralty has received his report and sees 
no reason to find any fault with his 
course of action. 


"If any such reason existed, that is, 
if the admiralty had found that the 
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spon 


taneously 
institute an 
investigation" 
against him without waiting for any 
demand to come from some ' foreign 
government. 
It, can happen t^iat a 
commander in tHfe heat of . battle deals 
contrary to instructions, but nothing 
of the kind has occurred in this case. 


"It appears clearly from his report 
that his ship was in danger, indeed in 
double danger^ first, from the fact that 
an enemy boat was approaching on a 
line that threatened to cut off his re- 
treat and the enemy ship and the An- 
cona could have established his radius 
of action and could have set a torpedo 
boat flotilla on him, and second, there 
was danger of the Ancona escaping, 
which, according to his instructions 
was to be prevented, in all circum- 
stances. 
Hence., the conduct of the 
commander, much as the loss of inno- 
cent lives must be regretted and de- 
plored, cannot be disapproved. 
' 


"On the, contrary, if he had depart- 
ed without destroying the Ancona . it 
would have been failure to do his duty, 
since the Ancona could have notified 
other ships of bis whereabouts. The 
loss of American lives is regrettable, 
as well as that Americans used a ves- 
sel belonging to a nation at war with 
A ustria-Hungary."

\ Interesting Figures in Re- 
port of Department of 
Labor. ' 


Washington, Dec. 16.--The tide of em- 
igration to the United States e'ubed to 
it.= lowest point in more thkn twenty 
years during the" past fiscal year, ac- 
cording to figures made public today in 
the annual report of Secretary Wilson, 
of the department of labor. 


The total number of immigrant aliens, 
the report shows, fell from 1,218,480 
in the previous year to 326.700 in the 
period ending June 30 lalt. All admitted 


rivals of aliens, immigrant and non- 
immigrant, were only 434,244, as com- 
pared with 1,403,801 the year before. 


Departure of aliens, 
emigrant and 
non-emigrant likewise shows a notable 
decrease. For the fiscal year of li)14, 
departures Avere 633,805; for 1915, 384,- 
174. The fiscal year of 1915 covers the 
period of sailing honic of reservists from 
the beginning of tile European war till 
June 30, last. 
During that time the 
emigrant aliens, 
presumably including 
tile number sailing to j^in the colors in 
Europe, were 204,074, 
compared with 
:303,338 the previous twelve months. The 
ijcn-emigrant aliens, departing totaleil 
Those over fourteen who could neither 
read nor write numbered 35,057, those 
able to read but not write wer« 392, 


180,10« for 1915 and 330,467 for 1914, 
showing a net decroase for .ill alien de- 
partures of 249,631. 


Excess of arrivals 
over departures 
aliens alone being considered, was onlv 
.')(l.()70 in 1915. In 1914, the excess was 
769,270. 


Of the 326,700 immigrant aliens ad- 
mitted to the United States in the 191i 
fiscal year, 52,982 Avere under fourteen 
\ears of age; 244,472 were from 14 tc 
44 j-^ars old, and 29,246 were 45 or over, 
making the total number of illiteratea 
over fourteen, 35,449, or thirteen per 
cent. 


Deported aliens n\imbered 26,675. This 
included 24,111 excluded at {wrts and 
sent back to their coimtry of origin ami 
•^,564 arrested and expelled from the 
country. Of those excluded, 2,722 were 
d(:nied admission because they were con- 
tract laborers. 


Immigrants 
admitted to the coimtry 
showed to customs officials money in 
their possession aggregating $19,568,000, 
an average of $60 each. Each of 93,711 
immigrants had . more than $50; while 
133,744 had less than $50 each. One 
hundred and ninety thousand claimed to 
hav« paid their own passage across the 
Atlantic; 128,146 said their passage had 
teen paid by relatives, and 7,697 that 
it had been paid by persons other than 
relatives. With reference to exclusions, 
th(- report asserts: 


"Conditions during the past year were 
so abnormal that accurate comparisons 
with previous years are difficult. Ex- 
clusions in 1913 amounted to 1.38 per 
cent, of the number appKing; in 1914 
this was increased to 2.3 per cent., and 
in tlie past year the increase has been 
so great as to rcacli 5.3 per ccnt."

a standard of -baseball, which from 
a scientific angle, was superior to 
that played by the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals, yet at one time the Cards were 
combating with Brooklyn and Phil- 
adelphia for the National league 
gonfaloniere. 


"National league teams generally 
were so much concerned with get- 


ting this and that "pitcher's goat, 
playing verbally to the known weak- 
nesses of certain players and per- 
secuting the umpires that they nev- 
er had time for anything other than 
the 'old army game.' 
In baseball 
the 'old army game' signifies base- 
ball of thé most elemental kind in 
which each man takes care of him- 
self. It is, in a phrase, baseball with 
team play eliminated.

"The cause of this deleterious ef- 
fect may be traced straight to the 
door of the Boston Braves. 
They 
won a National league pennant and 
a world's championship on a collec- 
tive vocabulary that would have 
done credit to a crew of pirates. 


"They also had three pitchers and 
a shortstop and a second baseman. 


"Perceiving -the success of the 
Braves' style of play other National 
league clubs attempted to emulate 
them in 1915 until the league was 
one roaring hot-house of language 
which supplanted the science and 
team work of other years. 


"Veterans like Fred Clarke and 
Miller Huggins 
admitted 
that in 
more than a decade of major league 
experience the National league nev- 
er had been so rough as it was in 
1915. 


. "The few teams that did t ^ to play 
basball in the National league cor- 
dially ^ated , the Braves for the 
whirlwind they had set in motion.

It Is a baseball paradox, however, 
that the league which indubitably 
-displayed the most class drew less

league. The reason is found in the 
closeness of the race in the National 
league. At least seven clubs had a 
chiwce at the pennant until the flnal^ 
iew week* of the season. Then the 
race lay among three clubs." 


The rooter did not hear the Hna 
of invective hurled from one team to 
another. What he saw in the Na- 
tional league 'wera. teams that ap- 


parently were fighting every inch oi 
the way—which they were—and he 
liked it. Could the average specta- 
tor be a direct auditor to some of 
the diamond diatribes of some few 
of the players his ardor might have 
been cooled. This

A MATTER 
OF METHOD. 


There is no particular reason why 
the American or National league 
ever should have the bulge one upon 
the other in class. 
Each of the 
leagues recruit their clubs from col- 
leges and minor leagues and each 
has an equal opportunity to get raw 
material and develop it. 


It is evident if 
the 
American 
league is superior in class to the 
National, this superiority is predi- 
cated upon development after the 
player has reached the majors. 


In other 
words, 
the American 
league managers seem to be better 
teachers than the National leaguej^i- 
lots. 
If not, 1915 would tend to 
prove that the American managers 
gave more time to teaching than the 
National leaguers. 


For one thing, the 
American 
lea^e managers have made speed 
more of a cult than their rivals and 
hihre been successful with it. 


Eliminating the rough stuff and 
getting back to baseball upon an ad- 
vanced scale, it will take the Na- 
tional league not mpre than a sea- 
son to re-establish Itself aa a claaa 
rival of the Americah. But this last 
"season's post-schedule games proved- 
that the American league at present 
maintains an advantage.

"FORB|DDEN" COAST 


Agreement With San Bias 


Indians Begins to 


Yield Fruit. 


Panama, Uec. 15—A start in the colon- 


ization of the- San Bias, or "forbidden" 
coast of Panama has "oeen mad,- in con- 
formity with recent agreements made be- 
tween the San Was Indian* and the gov- 
ernment of th;- republic. President Por- 
rns had granted a concession in James 
M. Hyatt, an American, of Colon, to es- 
tablish a large farming colony on the 
shores of Maiidiitga "ay. about 'id miles 
eust of Colon. 


The contract grants Mr. Hyatt »> hec- 


tares of land on which th.- new town is 
t.- be built. Immediately adjacent In tin- 
town site there are "'."'I'1 hectares, or 
i-'.i>UO acn-s. «'f "ood agri-.'iili nral lands 
that will be sold to the colonisis at v.-tiy 
reasonable rates. This is to be sold in 
ten and twenty hectare tracts at prices 
lb:cd by the go'vernnient. The town loft 
arc tu" be sold under the snme condi- 
tion?. 
The land is located 
on the western 


cdco of the "forbidden coast" and lies 
along the shores nf Mamlinga Hay where 
thr "San Hhis Indians 
arc the most 


friendly to foreigners. The farm lauds 
are in the valley of Xiivandi riv.-r and 
are said to be very rich and fertile. 


This will be the first serious cll'ort to 


open this coast to settlement by foreign- 
er?. H has been closed since the early 
Spanish conquest, the Pan Klas Indians 
having consistently resented the intru- 
sion of all foreigners.

The new edition of the congressional directory which has just 


burst upon the country in a binding of flaming red discloses the fact 
that Indiana congressmen have been becomingly modest in setting 
forth their careers biographically. Most of them stoically refrain from 
self-laudation, ana some of them are amazingly brief, the paragon in 
this direction being Congressman Moss, who shows that it ie still pos-. 
sible to convey all necessary information regarding the career of the 
great is precisely three and one-half lines of type. 


The longest of the Indiana autobiographies is that of Represen- 


tative Lieb, of the First district, which comprises !Sy2 lines. Mr. 
Lieb is the only member of the Indiana delegation who is not a native 
American. He was born in Flehinger, Germany. 
Representative 


Cline is the only other member of the delegation who was not born in 
Indiana. His birthplace is in Ohio, but his autobiography does not 
state where or when he was born. 


Representative Merrill Moore's autobiography occupies ten lines. 


He states that he is unmarried and a Presbyterian. Representative 
William R. Wood, in bis autobiography of a little • more than ten 
lines, recalls with evident pride, that he was elected to the Indiana 
senate in 1896, and was re-elected four times, serving in that body 
eighteen years. He also states that ho was twice president pro- 
ttmporc of the senate, and four times leader of the republican side. 


Congressman Cline's biographical sketch is another model of 


condensation. It reads: "Cyrus Cline, democrat, of Angola. He 
was educated in the Angola high school and Hillsdale college, Mich. 
He was married October 6, 1880, to Jennie Gibson, daughter of 
Bush and Susan Gibson, of Thctford, Vt.; they have one daughter. 
He was elected to the Sixty-first, Sixty-second and Sixty-third con- 
gresses, and re-elected to the Sixty-fourth congress." 


A striking feature- of the new directory is the prevalence of In- 


diana men in congress from other states, Hoosierdom having probably 
supplied more statesmen to her sister states than has any other com- 
monwealth. For instance, of the five members of the house from the 
state of Washington, three arc native Hoosiers, and the same ratio 


' exists in the South Dakota delegation. From the Third district of the 


latter state is Representative Harry L. Candy, former publisher of a. 
newspaper in Lagrangc, and active in political affairs in the Twelfth 
Indiana district. 


Announcement is made that a committee of Tcrre Haute saloon

cago Herald in »n interview with Kyron 
•T. Newton, assistant secretary of "the 
treasury. 
Mr, Newton, discussing the 


unbusinesslike way to which congress 
sprinkles postofficc buildings nronnd to 
please members and their contituents, 
picked at random an example from his 
list. The town selected by chance was 
in Kentucky, but might have been from 
any other state, so far as the facts in- 
volved arc concerned. 


It is a village of 744 population. The 


postal receipts in 1H13 were .$3,155 and 
probably are a little more now. The 
government pays $300 a year rent for a 
building used ae a postoffioe. To carry 
out there the policy of a federal lluild- 
inf; it would incur the expense of $5,000 
for a site and $50,000 for a building- 
Then the government would spend $3,000 
a year for maintenance—to say nothing 
of depreciation and the worth of the 
money invested—and would get practic- 
ally nothing It is not receiving now 
for $300. 
The nation has spent $178,000,000 for 


federal buildings in the last twenty 
years, 
Somo of the money has been 


wisely spent, but much of it has been 
squandered extravagantly. The govern- 
ment is paying $14,000 a year rent for 
quarters for the federal court in New 
>'ork. for example, whilo millions are 


tied up in buildings almost unused else- 
where. There are authorized now build- 
ings to cost 920,000,000 in towns where. 
the rentals total $553,828, and where 
iiiiimtcnance will bo three times th« 
present rentals, it is estimated, when the 
$:20,IJOO,000 has been spent.

Tho interstate commerce commission 


gladly notes a decrease In the number 
of accidents on the 
railroads of th« 


United -States during 
th» year, but 


finds thus more than offset by the in- 
crease in the number of derailments. 
Compared with a dozen years ago there 
was one-third less collisions, but double 
the number of derailments. The con- 
clusion must be that the greater care in 
the operation of trains has not extended 
to seeing to tho condition of the tracks, 
or farther back, tho composition of the 
rails and other materials. .This leads 
the commission to suggest the impera 
tive necessity for "a definite knowledge 
of the strains and ttress to which such 
equipment may be «ubje'cted, a subject 
taken up a few years ago, regarding 
rails, but which setms, 'so far .as public 
knowledge goes, to have been nncom 
ptated.

its operation. Inquiries from all over 
the United States come to Hugh 
.T. 


Cooper, commissioner of public utilities 
of Weathcrford, through whose efforts 
the ice plant was built. 


Residents of Weatherford now have 


nil the ice they want in summer, and at 
a remarkably io\* price. He said it had 
not bc«n planned, originally, in Woathcr- 
ford, but was built partly on account of 
circumstances that grew out of a law- 
suit. Teit thousand dollars had been 
appropriated to build a city hall, but 
there was a diffc-rencc of opinion as to 
where it should be located and a law- 
suit resulted. While the case was pend- 
ing Cooper got. the $10,000 in such shape 
that it could be used to build an ice 
plant, and it was put to that purpose.

TAKtyAVORABLY 


Little Uproar in London 


Over Placing of Ban 


., on Drink.

The Associated l're»s).T-Jt was not ex-' 
pcctcd that the stringent law affecting 
the sale of alcoholic drinks would cause 
any excitement or disorder in the better 
sections of London, but in view of the 
• 


previous protest meetings at the Smith- 
i 


licld market and along the docks, the ; 
quietness with which tlui first day of tho 
enforcement passed in Billingsgate and 
other rough quarters of the east end • 
ITOVU rather n. surprise. J-abor leaders 
had wrlainly taken a. defiant attitude 
toward the board of control, but nothing 
occurred out of the normal. 


Taking the whole of London, the re- 


ception of tho rulos has been favor»blc. 
When th« public houses began the ml* 
of alcoholic drinks at tho noon hour tho 
first day under tho now regime, there 
was not observed any increase in drink- 
ing until the period closed at 2:30._ Nor 
was there any attempt to crowd in an 
unusual number of drinks during the 
two hours tho bars were open in the 
evening. The sale of temperance drink* 
during the prohibited hours WM slight. 
In a few quarters, where men are em- 
ployed on all-night work, certain houMfl 
have been allowed to open for a limited - 
time in the early morning. 


Among the curious results of regula- 


tion, the person to fails to lay in his 
private stock of whisky or other spirits 
before 2:30 o'clock Friday 
afternoon, 


will have to spend a dry week-end, as. 
he must wait until Monday noon. Even 
in tho private rooms of a hoter, one 
who treats a member of his own fam- 
ily to a. drink is liable to a heavy fla* 
Th6 hours during which alcohol may w*J 
consumed in clubs is the same as in the 
case of public bars. Restaurants are not 
allowed to extend credit for meals at 
which intoxicating drinks are sold, as 
the credit system is done away with en- 
tirely. The extreme penalty for a breach 
of these regulations is nix months at 
hard labor and n $500 fine. 


One of the most effective m«asures to 


promote temperance is the abolishment 
of credit at the bars. 
This struck sc- 


\crely the business of bars giving credit 
to workman. In tho old days, men used 
to gather in the bar and drink on credit, 
with the result they had little or noth- 
ing left out of their wages wlw.n paid. 


Tt is not tho intention of the control 


l.oard to bring about prohibition, but to 
promote temperance. This work is sup- 
plemented by the Home, Counties Public 
House Trust, which lately took over the 
control of a well known saloon in a. cen- 
tral district and plans to extend its in- 
fluence. The, place was remodeled so as 
to get away from the old idea of the 
drinking palace and to introduce the 
cr.fe system with tables, reading matter 
and fricndlv twines. Alcoholic drinks 
are sold, but the management receives a 
Ix'.mts on all tcnipcrane* drinks. 


Saloon men, in fact..are Just now ne- 


..tinincr to realize that the profits on 
temperance drinks exceed those on \\- 
iiuors. There is twine as much profit in 
P cup of tea that there is in a glass of 
ale.

Further Destruction Near 


Scene of Disaster Two 


Years Ago.

Sydney, Australia, Nov. 10.— (Corre- 


spondence of The Associated Press).— 
IX-layed reports have brought news of a 
fresli volcanic outbreak on the island 
of Ainhrim, in the New Hebrides group, 
a spot which experienced a most destruc- 
tive volcanic eruption in December, 1013. 


Rev. A. T. Waters, a missionary -sta- 


tioned on the island of Oba. about tiO 
miles from Ambrim, writes Unit on th* 
(irst few days of October last, smoke and 
volcanic ash clouded the sky so thickly 
that the sun gave only a weird light like 
the moon, and it eventually became so 
dark that the people on Oba had to light 
lamps. Everything became gritty with 
ashes indoors, and 
out-of-doors they 


were so thick that the sea could not be 
seen from the mission house, which or- • 
ttinarily afforded a fine view * of 
the 


water. 


There wag for a time 
some panic 


among the nativees of Oba who thought 
one of the mountains on their own island 
v.as in eruption, but the source of the 
trouble was later traced to Ambrim, and 
it appeared as though the entire island 
was burning. 
The missionary's letter 


did not say that any one ventured to 
visit Ambrim during the eruption, and 
the extent of the damage or loS* of life, 
if niiy, is unknown. 


The previous eruption at Ambrim, in 


December, 1013, was reported to have 
cost the lives of 500 natives, nml to have 
completely altered the face and coast 
line of the island. According to the na- 
tives of Oba the recent trouble appeared 
to have been still worse than the previ- 
ous eruption. 


Little is known as to the interior of 


Ambrim, which has been visited but 
rarclv by white men. Jfo census has 
ver been taken, but among the coast 
cttlemcnts there arc a number of mis- 
ion stations, mainly Roman Catholic 
nd Presbyterian, whose members had a 
arrow escape in the previous eruption. 
The Xcw Hebrides islands have ocen 
ontrollcd since 1000 by a joint eom- 
liasion of British and French officials 
mder the supervision of two resident 
ommissioncrg, one appointed by each 
ation.

The raising of the 
grade of the bracks will eliminate a con- 
dition that otherwise would be bad.

U. S. NOTE DOES 


'NOT SATISFY

into tha dispute, which ho* promise of 
carrying some weight. That point, ho-.v- 
cver, seems to have been disregarded in 
Austria's answer, so far as officials can 
judge from the unofficial text received 
here. 


The American Belief. 


American officials believed that taking 


as a basis the official admission of the 
Austrian admiralty that the Ancona was 
shelled, torptdocd and sunk while pas- 
sengers still were aboard, there would 
be little room for discussion of Secre- 
tary Lansing's contention that the com- 
mander violated the principles, of inter- 
national law and humanity and that it 
wag "wanton slaughter' of defenseless 
Eon-combatants." 


Officials pointed out today that a 


thoroughly unsatisfactory and unrespon- 
sive reply from Austria would bring 
diplomatic relations between the two 
countries to a crisis because of the clos- 
ing words of Secretary Lansing's note 
•which declared that "good relations be- 
tween the two countries rest upon a 
common regard for law and humanity" 
and that Austria, appreciating the grav- 
ity of the case, "will accede to its (the 
United States) demands promptly." 


Note Was Emphatic. 


Specifically the note denounced the 


sinking of the Ancona as an "illegal and 
' indefensible act," demanding the punish- 
ment of the commander . who "perpe- 
trated the deed" and the payment of on 
indemnity to those Americans who suf- 
fered. The note stands as the most vig- 
orous of all the American correspond- 
ence of the war and was not equalled 


even by the note at the close of the sub- 
marine controversy with Germany. 


Austria's diplomatic relations with the 


United States since the recall 6t Am- 
bassador Dumba for his connection with 
plots to cripple American munitions 
plants have been maintained by the em- 
bassy here with Baron Zweidinck as 


arge d'affaires. 
One official of the state- deportment 


who spoke with full knowledge of its 
policy 
declared positively' that 
the 


United States would not enter into 
any exchango of opinion as Austria's 


ly suggests, and would absolutely 


refuse to enter into any discussion of 
the facts. 


President Wilson read the outline of 


the reply OB contained in the . London 
dispatches as soon as he reached the 
executive office but there wag no in 
dlcation of how he regarded it. It was 
known, however, that both tha presi- 
dent and Secretary 
Lansing regarded 


the cabled extracts while they might bu 
indicative of the whole tone of the re- 
ply, as too fragmentary 
to warrant 


comment. 


In official circles the general im- 


pression prevailed that the tenor of the 
cabled extract did not seem to forecast 
a favorable reply, still in the absence 
of the .official text final opinion was 
reserved. 
Until the full text is re- 


ceived and laid before the president the 
situation may be described' as still in 
suspense. Those officials closest to the 
president still are of the opinion that 
a thoroughly unsatisfactory reply from 
Austria will endanger the continuance 
of diplomatic relations between the two 
countries.

Forecast of Vienna Reply Indicates Its

A MATTER

There is no particular reason why 


the American or National league 
ever should have the bulge one upon 
the other in class.

It is evident 
if 
the American 


league is superior in class to tho 
National, this superiority is predi- 
cated upon development after the 
player has reached the majors. 


In other 
words, the American 


league managers seem to be better 
teachers than the National league pi- 
lots. 
II not, 1915 would tend to 


prove that the American managers 
gave more time to teaching than tha 
National leaguers. 


For one thing, the American 


league managers have made s~peed 
more of a cult than their rivals and 
have been "successful with It. 


Eliminating the rough stuff and 


getting back to baseball upon an ad- 
vanced scale, it will take the-Na- 
tional league not more than .a sea- 
son to re-establish itself as a class 
rival of the American. But this last 
season's post-schedule games proved 
that the American league at present 
maintains an advantage.
